THE  BRITISH  i>?FI3  LLiRXET 


The  market  for  American  apples  ir  the  United  Kingdom  during  the 
past  reek  as  reflected  "by  prices  paid  during  the  auction  in  Liverpool 
on  Wednesday,  December  14,  shows  a  slight  improvement  for  barreled  stock 
but  a  decline  for  most  of  the  boxed  varieties,  according  to  quotations 
cabled  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  5n  Europe. 
In  general  it  can  be  said  that  the  demand  for  highly  colored  barreled 
stock  was  higher  but  unchanged  for  poorly  colored  stock.    The  demand 
for  boxed  apples,  on  the  other  hand,  was  distinctly  Sill  except  in  the 
case  of  Extra  Fancy  Yellow  Newt  owns  from  Oregon,  the  150,  163/175  sizes 
of  which  brought,  from  34.20  to  $<±.38  per  box  sgainst  $3.77  to  34. 01  for 
the  sane  size  and  grade  last  week.     The  Christmas  fruit  trade  in  the 
United  Kingdom  is  very  bad  and  buying  power  is  ^orse  than  anticipated, 
states  i.r.  Smith. 

Highly  colored  York  Imperials  from  Virginia  topped  the  barreled 
market,  the  U.  S.  *!c.  1,  2>  inch  sizes  being  keenly  competed  for  at  from 
$7.30  to  $8.52  per  barrel  as  against  36.81  to  37-54  per  barrel  paid  for 
highly  colored  fruit  last  reek.    The  demand  for  Virginia  3en  Davis  and 
iinesaps  "as  only  moderate,  due  probably  to  the  generally  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  much  of  the  offerings.     Barreled  apples  "ere  all  in  light 
supply  but  the  condition  of  much  of  the  fruit  was  unsatisfactory. 

The  boxed  apple  market  in  general  r'as  lower*    As  previously  stated, 
there  r^s  a  good  demand  for  Extra  Fancy  Oregon  Yellow  Eewtowns  at  from  37 
cents  to  45  cents  ab~ve  last  reek's  quotations  but  the  available  supplies 
were  light.     The  quotations  on  practically  all  of  the  other  boxed  varietie 
show  a  decline.     Supplies  of  Washington  Rome  Beaut ys,  Winesaps  and  Spitzen 
bergs  were  moderate  but  the  demand  ras  dull.     Washington  Jonathans  rere 
still  in  liberal  supply  and  the  demand  ras  even  slower  than  during  the  pre 
ceding  reek.     Some  150/130  C  grade  Pacific  Winesaps  were  sold  at  from 
11.95  to  32.19  per  box  for  fruit  in  good  condition,  states  Mr.  Smith.  The 
condition  of  the  boxed  varieties  offered  during  the  auction  ras  good  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  Washington  Spitzenbergs  which  rere  in  poor  condition.
